Settling Differences at Philadelphia. 

PHILADELPHIA; Pa., June 29.—The annual 
conference between representatives of the 
Iron Manufacturers’ Association and the 
local delegates of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion to considera schedule of wages to-oper- 
ate during the ensuing year was held at the 
office of James Howland & Co. today. 
The scale of wages which was offered 
by the men has the same feature as that now 
in force, with the exception that the puddiers 
demand that “the output at each bdiling 
furnace shall be the average weight paid for 
if made.”’ The present system is built on the 
basis of what iron 1s put into the furnace and 
not what is turned out. The demand was 
unexpected to the employers, and they 
asked for time to consider it. At the office 
of James Rowland & Co. this afternoon it 
was stated that tlre differences haa been ad- 
justed, the manufacturers agreeing to the 
scaie. The rate of wages paid puddlers will 
still be $4 per ton on the minimum basis of a 
two cent card rate, and price for mill work 
will be pro rata. No shut-down is antici- 
pated unless the condition of the trade shall 
demand it.

Already the effects of this change are man- 
ifest among the Germans. Judge Gresham 
was their favorit candidate. They were dis- 
appointed when another was notfiinated, par- 
ticularly in Indiana. And yet Thursday last, 
two days only having elapsed, when a poll 
was taken among the twenty most prominent 
German Republicans of Evansville, eighteen 
said they would vote for Harrison. If the 
poll were taken this morning it 18 probable 
the other two would be found to have come 
home. 

The same feeling of acceptance is manifest 
among the Germans of Ohio, Lilinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Missouri, Nebraska, and other strong 
German States. 

The Irish Republicans wanted Blaine, but 
hot gotting the Plumed Enight—and. they 
came near it—they are satisfied with Harri- 
son and will vote for him. There is now no 
ill or angry feeling among them. Among 
Irish Democrats there probably will not be 
much change, except that some of them who 
are high tariff advocates may support the 
ticket of the Republicans. — 

Among the Scandinavians there is general 
satisfaction with the ticket, though many of 
nam See ® revision of the tariff én the 
n of life. They will not “ mug 
wump ” on this account, but will come solid- 
ly to ite support. Thisis the status among 
thé three great elements of foreign-born cit- 
izens. . It is proportionately the same among 
the smaller groups of the foreign-born. 

Aniong the native American citizéas time 
is working favorably. While the great mass 
of native Republicans will support and work 
for the ticket, it is umpossible acdurately to 
canvass results. The “ mugwumps” will 
adhere to the Democratic party, sot from 
any opposition to thé candidates, but to the 
high tariff plank of the platform, as the most 
of them have long been revenue reformers. 
They rather like Harrison personally, and if 
the tariff plank was less extreme most of 
them would vote for him. As. itis, they 
prefer Cleveland, who has been false to every 
pledge of civil service reform he madé to 
them. Mr. Harrison is unquestionably more 
popular than the platform with muititudes 
of voters who never intend to be mugwuimps. 

On the other hand, it is the belief of many 
sharp politicians that there are enough high- 
tariff Democrats inthe Hastern States who 
will bolt Cleveland and vowe for Harrison to 
thore than offset the mugwump low tariff Re- 
publacans who may vote for Cleveland. The 
final result in New York, Connecticht, and 
New Jersey will turn largely on the -reiative 
amount of this “diagonal voting.”

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| NEW YORK ADMINIETRATORS ROBBING 


Surrogate sbbon re New York City is 
making.a determined effort to compel admin- 
istrators. oF :-< re of the estates of de- 
ceased persons to. make prompt settlemerts 
and wind uf“the trusts committed to them 
as soon as possible.. An examination of the 
records of tae,.Surrogate’s office shows an 
astounding state of affairs. Since 1880 over 
12,000 wills have been admitted to probate, 
and in nearly 40,000 cases administration has 
been grantéd on the estatés of persons who 
died intestate, and it appears that not-more 
than fourteen in 100 of tné exectitors ‘and 
not miore than eleven in 100 of the adinin- 
istrators have evér made an accounting. 


In one-fifth of the cases where a settlement 


has been made the work Was perfcrmed 
by the public administrator. Of the private 
administrators not more than nine out of 100 


have closed their affairs, passed over the: 


property to the heirs, and deen discharged. 
In hundreds of cases where estates were put 


in the hands of executors or administrators 


eight years ago the records do not show that’ 


a single step has been taken to effect a setile- 
ment and transfer the Property to the per- 
sons entitled to it. 

The shameful state of affairs disclosed by 
the. recent. investigation ‘has. induced. the 
New York Surrogate to demand on his éwh 
motion & prompt. accounting by all adntinis- 
trators and executors, unless good cause is 
shown why they should be excused: The 
practice of the Surrogate’s éourt had been 
to weit until business was brought before it, 
and hence administrators have dallied .with 
the property intrusted to them and nothing

‘* foods, . clothing, and other comforts and 
nécessaries of life.’ Whére the platform 
ineans that import duties shail be r-- 
duced it says reduced—as when it declares 
that they shall be “so reduced that no 
surplus shall be accumulated in the Treas- 
ury.” Following this up it declares for 
thé removal of the “burdens of taxation” 
—from the articles named...if the platform- 
makers meant to lighten, or lessen, or reduce 
the taxation on those articles they would 
surely have said so. 

It is the merest pettifogging to try to make 
it appear that the phrase quoted means mere- 
ly a reduction of taxation on foods, clothing, 
and the comforts and necessaries of life, A 
“ burden ” 18 a weight to carry or hold tip; it 
is something tha. presses; ‘*burdens”’ meaus 
More than one weight and often are too 
grievous to be bofne; they may become too 
heavy tobe sustained. When they are “re- 
moved ’’ it means they are cast off and doesn’t 
mean merely that they are lightened a little, 
or rendered somewhat less heavy. Putting 


that construction on the expression, ‘‘ remov- . 


ing burdens,” is nothing but pettifogging on 
the part of a person who sirinks from fac- 
ing the logical effect of his Prohibition plate 
form on the tariff question. 

* The context of the words themselves indy. 
cates plainly that the plank means free trade 
in “foods, clothing, and the comforts’ and 
necessariés of life”; that is to say, on iron, 
steel, copper, lumber, coal, salt, sugar, wool- 
éns, blankéts, silk goods, cottons, linens, 
leather wear, furniture, drugs, watches, 
fruit, vegetables, meats, poultry, flour, meal, 
étc.—for all of these constitute necessaries 
or comforts of life from which the tariff 
“burdens” on the consumers are sought to 
be “removed.” 

The platform was drafted by educated men 
who knew what they meant and how to ex- 
press it. The strained ‘Saterpretation which 
our correspondent places on the ‘phrase, 
“burdens of taxation,” 1s wholly inadmissi- 
bie. If the piatform-makers meant mitiga- 
tion or reduction of taxation they should 
havé said “the burdens of taxation shall be 
decreased,” or would have used some simi- 
lar phraseology.

For self-complacency it would be hard to 
match Mr. Cleveland’slastdeliverance. Not 
content with claiming for himiself every 
virtue and merit asa partisan he attempted 
even to glorify his arrogant assumptions of 


“authority and to make his most indefensible 


acts wear the garb of lofty patriotism. 
Thus he assured his Democratic listen- 
ers that while he was apprehensive 
four years ago that the Presidential 
office had been abused and perverted, he

” Harrison's “majority in 1840 was 145,900. 
Van Buren’s majority in 1836 was only 25,876. 
In the latter year, however, Van Buren ré- 
ceived 170 Electoral votes to 73 cast for Har- 
rison; Hugh L. White, anti-Masonic, getting 
26 votes, Willie P. Mangum, Calhounite, 11 
votes from Soutn Carolina, and Daniel Web- 
ster 14 votes from Massachusetts. 

The Whig vote in the second table in 
chides all that were cast for the several 
¢cendidates.. Harrison won sixteen Statés. 
In 1840 Harrison received 234 Electoral votes, 
Van Buren but 60 votes. 

It is worth noting that the States of New 
York, Pennsylvania, and New Jersey cast as 
many votes for Blaine in 1854 as was ¢ivén in 
twenty-five States for Harrison in 1840, The 
vote in. 1836 was exceedingly hght. Van 
Buren had the support of Jackson, the Whigs 
were not organized, and Van Buren’s elec- 
tion Was regarded as a foregone conclusion.
